~ mies,and conquers even Viétory it felf: How 
_ it undermines Bulwarks, ay, and Principles 
- too; blows up all the Outworks of the 
- Mind, thatters and fhakes the firm Refolu- 
_ tions of the Soul ; How it prompts all Un- 
_ dertakings , oils the Wheels’ of every 
_ Aétion: How it moves the Paffions ; turns 
_ Hatred into Love, and Love into Hatred ; 
Fear into Courage, and Courage into Fear : 
_ How it makes Knaves honcft Men, and ho-

relative Obligations ; makes the Father fell 
his Children, and Children betray their 
Father; the Husband his Wife, and the 
Wife che Husband ; and makes Nature turn 
againft the Channel of its own Blood; 
How it invades Chaftity, proftitutes Vertue, 
and drefles Vice in the Robes of Light ; 
even the Sacred Offices feel its prevailing 
Influences, and the Holy Veftments, cover 
its various Frauds; and here it makes frau- 
dulent Wills, prompts clandeftine Matrimo- 
ny, reproves without Vice, and conceals- 
Scandal; calls Evil Good, _- Good Evil;

But J am upon a different Article, all 
thefe are owing to the Taint and Corrup- 
tion of Man’s Mind, which is the Fire that 
touches this Gunpowder, which thus. blows. 
up God’s Creation; Money is a harmlefs 
paffive Elements the Seeds of Crime are 
in the Man,not in the Metal; notin the Sub- 
ftance, but in the Application.
